W ashington, Oct. 31.— C om p lete con­ 
trol of all the railroads of the country 
by the inte rsta te com m erce com m is­ 
sion and 
virtual elim ination of the 
state com m issions for such control is 
foreshadow ed in an op inion handed 
down by the sup rem e court of the 
United States. 
T he court held that 
hereafter all locomotives, cars or oth­ 
er equip m ent used 
on any railroad 
which is a highw ay of interstate com ­ 
m erce must comp ly with the federal 
\ 
safety ap p liance act. 
T he court held tha t com p liance with 
federal law is com p ulsory on all rail 
roads engaged in the transp ortation of 
p ersons or freight from one state to 
another. 
E laborating this, however, it 
held that the cars or equip m ent of 
such roads, even if engaged in such 
transp ortation w ithin the confines of 
a state, m ust be considered as p art and 
p arcel of the road and, therefore, com-1 
p letelv under the jurisdiction of the 
federal com m ission 


Co mmerce Co mmistio n Jubilant. 


M em bers 
of 
the

m erce comm ission, who have been em-

barrassed on num erous occasions by

clashes of au thority with state com ­ 
missions, are jubilant at the ruling of 
the sup rem e court, which was unani 
mous.

T he determ ination of this m ooted, 
question was laid down in an op inion 
read by Ju stice Van D evanter in a 1 
case 
instituted

point at issue was w hether the federal 
act ap p lied in the case of a ship m ent 
from one p oint In A labam a to another I 
point in the sam e state, the ship nn nt 
being in an im p rop erly equip p ed ear. 
T he lower courts held that there had j 
been a violation of the law and their j 
ju d gm ent was sustained by the su 
p rem e court. 


Applies to All Equipment. 


Ju stice Van D evanter held that the 
’aw ap p lied to all equip m ent on a high 
way of interstate com m erce, w hether 
at the tim e it was carrying interstate 
or intrastu te com m erce. 
He then held 
that the salety ap p liance act was con­ 
stitutional. 
T he decision of the court will enable 
the com m ission herea fte r to enforce,; 
p ractically without question, its ord ers 
based up on that law. 
T hose who casually exam ined the 
op inion w ere divided as to its bearing 
on the litigation as to w hether a state 
may regulate freight and p assenger 
rates on intra sta te traffic w hen such 
regulation interferes, or m ight inter- 
fere, w ith inte rsta te com m erce. 
T he 
sup rem e court is to consider the ques­ 
tion next Janu ary, when it heurs the 
sc called 
M innesota 
and 
K entuck y 
rate cases. 
It is the best jud gm ent 
of those conversant with the situation, 
how ever, that the decialou has little, 
j if any, bearing upon the rate cases. 
More or less friction has arisen be­ 
tw een the inte rsta te com m erce com ­ 
mission and various 
state 
railroad 
com m issions which has rendered it 
em b arrassing to the federal body in 
its work of inte rsta te regulation.

Washington, Oct. 31.— Complete con­ 
trol of all the railroads of the country

>f houses on the 80 acre reservation 
)f the government known as the Gull 
ake reservoir, situated at the lower 
ind of the lake. 


Superintendent George Snetsinger 
ihowed the points of interest to the 
dsitors. 
He has a record for the con­ 
struction of dams, superintending in 
1 he year 1900 the building of the 
Winnibigoshish 
dam; 
in 
1902 
the 
..eech lake dam; in 1904 the Poke- 
,rama dam; 
in 
1905 and 1906 the 
Pine River dam; in 1907, 1908 and 
1909 the Sandy Lake dam; and in 
1910 and 
1911 the Gull lake dam 
tear Brainerd. 


The cement work a ttra cts the no- 
.ice of a person, for it really is a 
splendid piece of construction, 
the 
concrete being of uniform grade, well 
nixed and put together in the pro­ 
portion of one part of cement, three 
parts of sand and six parts of crushed 
’ock. 
The length of the dam proper 
s 80 feet, the entire length of the 
concrete work being 150 feet. The 
piers are 98 feet in length, 12 feet in 
height. 
The 
flowage 
line 
is 
1197 
feet. 
In its construction 1,500 yards 
pf concrete were used in the dam and 
8,000 yards of earth were used to fill 
the two enbankments. 
The flowage 
pf the dam is close to 1,200 feet and 
it is built for a seven foot flow of wa­ 
ter. 
Exa m ining the dam more in de­ 
tail one finds six waste gates five feet 
wide, a fishway and an 11 foot log 
sluice. 
The fishway is of special In- 
terest for it is arranged in four com­ 
partments, the bulkheads being six 
fee. five feet, four feet and three feet 
In height. 
The opening for the fish 
measure 22 Inches square at the upper 
end. then 20 inches, 18 inches and 16 
inehes. 
They are so arranged as to 
form eddies, making it very easy for a 
fish to work through the dam and up 
to the headwaters to spawn. 
At the 
lower end of the log sluice are slots 
in the piers in which plank may be 
placed and boats and launches may 
thus lock their way 
through

Grossing the dam one enters the 
colony of houses of the reservation. 
There is first the office on the brow 
of the hill, having cement founda­ 
tions and which is to be finished off 
in stucco. 
Toward the left are the 
warehouse, carpenter 
shop, 
black­ 
smith shop, tool house, and to the 
right the store room and a cook house. 
Near by is the foundation laid for the 
erection of the care takers house, 
measuring 27 by 36 feet and to be 
two stories in height and of brick. 
On the lawn near the residence is a 
rain guage and thermometer. 
Back 
of the warehouse 
is a root 
house 
which was built by tunneling into the 
bank. 
It is built entirely of cement.
